Yanks In Vietnam Mark

Christmas Eve today meant 
being away from home for GIs

The 540,000 American service­ 
men in Vietnam were observing 
an uneasy truce in the fighting.

Back To Earth 


SPACE 
CENTER. 
Houston 
(APr — Tile Apollo 8 astro­ 
nauts soared into a Christmas 
Eve orbit around the moon to­ 
day and televised fascinating 
pictures of a wild and wondrous 
landscape that enabled earth­ 
men to share their incredible 
adventure. 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Navy Cap!. James A. Lovell Jr., 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders etched their names be­ 
side those of history’s great ex­ 
plorers—Columbus, 
Magellan, 
Balboa, da Gama—at 4:59 a. rn. 
EST today as they fired Apollo 8 
into a perfect lunar orbit. 
“It looks like plaster of Paris, 
or sort of grayish beach sand.” 
was Lovell’s first impression of 
this alien celestial body that has 
awed man since his beginning. 
Two and one-half hours later, 
the astronauts flashed the scene 
to home television sets with the 
same camera that Monday had 
relayed pictures of the earth 
from 200.000 miles away. 
Barren Landscape 
The bright reflection of the 
sun dulled some of the features, 
but viewers could not help but 
be caught up in the excitement 
of seeing pictures beamed live 
by 
three 
adventurers 
230,000 
miles from their home planet. 
Earthlings were treated to a 
bleak, barren landscape of cra- 
cr-pocked 
plains, 
boulder- 
stxewTi 
plateaus 
and 
rugged 
mountains. 
It looked like a most inhos­ 
pitable place, a scene of desola­ 
tion more complete than any Sa­ 
hara. As Anders handled the 
camera for the 12-minute tele­ 
cast from an altitude of about 
150 miles, he described the sur­ 
face as “whitish-gray, like dirty 
beach sand with lots of foot­ 
prints in it.” 
Naming unnamed craters aft­ 
er astronauts, including them­ 
selves, Anders turned lunar tour 
guide w’ith such description as: 
“We’re passing over crater 
Borman 
right 
now. 
Lovell’s 
right next to it and Anders right 
next to it.” 
Two Hour Orbit 
The television 
was 
beamed 
after Apollo 8 a tiny sjieck in 
limitless space, whirled through 
its second of IO planned orbits of 
the moon.

'The talks in Paris have na­ 
turally buoyed my optimism, as 
has the recent bombing halt 
called 
by 
President Johnson. 
Also the fact that the North 
Vietnamese did show signs of a 
more humanitarian outlook by 
releasing six prisoners this sum­ 
mer has given me new hope of 
my package getting through to 
Hayden.” she said. 
Her husband, a captain, was I 
the first Air Force pilot shot) 
down over North Vietnam. He 
has 
been 
held captive ainee 
March 2, 1965, when his FIDO 
fighter-bomber was downed. 
Mrs. Lockhart had help pre­ 
paring the annual gift package 
this year. Jamie, a 34-year-old 
son Hayden never has seen, en­ 
closed a greeting card in the 
package which included gum, 
cigarettes, cigars, a toothbrush. 
a comb, a deck of cards and 
other items. 
"He talks about his daddy 
flying planes.

NEW YORK AP' — Econom­ 
ic advances sometimes cannot

volved. the pT*oducers and con- 1 
turners, as President Johnson 
seems whist fully to have hinted 
a* one time or another. 
During the past year this has 
been very true. Conflict, confu­ 
sion and controversy seem to 
have thoroughly obscured any 
immediate sense of apprecia­ 
tion. But there is much to be 
thankful for. 
American 
farms, 
factories 
and 
mines 
turned

goods than ever before. In No­ 
vember. an index kept by the 
Federal Reserve Board showed 
that mine-factory output was 66 
per cent more than IO years 
ago. 
There were more jobs too, 
and the 1968 percentage of un­ 
employed reached a rate lower 
than at any time in 17 years. I 
Hie jobless rate dropped to 3.3 
per cent.

DETROIT (AP)— Michigan’s 
D e p a rtm e n t of Health will in­ 
vestigate charges of irregulari­ 
ties in distribution of Hong Kong 
flu vaccine in the state.

Newberry Case 


Upheld In Court 


LANSING (AP)— The Michi­ 
gan Court of Appeals has up­ 
held Newberry State Hospital’s 
1964 suspension of eight nurses 
and a union steward in a wide­ 
ly 
publicized 
case 
involving 
night patrols at the mental in­ 
stitution. 
The decision, a defeat for the 
Michigan State Employes Union 
<MSEU), upholds earlier ver­ 
dicts of the hospital administra­ 
tion, the State Civil Service 
Commission and Luce County 
Circuit Court. 
Involved was the refusal of 
the eight nurses to go singly to 
make periodic checks of an un­ 
attended cottage housing female 
patients. The nurses claimed 
one-woman patrols were unsafe 
because footprints of male pa­ 
tients had been found near the 
cottage. 
The hospital contended two- 
nurse patrols were not war­ 
ranted, and handed the eight 
nurses 
five-day 
suspensions. 
MSEU steward Richard Car­ 
roll was fired when he left his 
job without permission to act 
on the nurses’ complaint. 
A civil service hearing exam­ 
iner upheld the eight suspen­ 
sions, 
but 
modified 
Carroll’s 
jienalty to a 30-day suspension. 
Circuit judge George S. Bald­ 
win rejected a union appeal and 
the union carried its case to the 
appeals court. 
The three-judge appellate pan­ 
el said, however, that “a re­ 
view of the record establishes 
that there was competent, ma­ 
terial and substantial evidence 
to support the findings.”

said all nine appellants still 
are employed at the hospital.

LANSING (AP(-State Treas­ 
urer Allison Green Monday out­ 
lined procedures under which 
the state would pay bondhold­ 
ers if financially troubled school 
districts failed to come up with 
the money when demanded. 
“No school bond is in trouble

Care Can Extend 
Yule Plant Life 


Manistique 


The life expectancy of Christ­ 
mas plants will depend upon 
how they are handled when r&- 
ceived and the care they are 
given. As soon as a plant is de­ 
livered, it should be unwrap­ 
ped. lf it is inconvenient to do 
this immediately, at least loosen 
I the wrapping around the top of 
the plant so the stalks and 
foliage can spread out. 
As soon as possible, examine 
; the soil; look at it and feel it. 
Tf the soil is dry, or only slight­ 
ly damp, water it at once. 
! Thereafter maintain 
constant 
soil moisture by watering either 


I from the bottom or at the sur­ 
face.1 The latter method may 
1 have to be done daily; the sub­ 
irrigation method may last two 
I or three days. Lifting the dec­ 
orative foil around the pot will 
1 prevent it from becoming soil- 
1 ed.

to drought, even for short peri­ 
ods of time. They are at maxi­ 
mum growth, and must be kept 
moist constantly. 
Poinsettias, for example, are 
sensitive to drought of only a 
few hours, but the cyclamen 
can recover completely from a 
severe wilting. It will, however, 
be permanently injured if wilt­ 
ing occurs repeatedly for a pro­ 
longed time. 
Keep holiday plants away 
from drafts and sources of heat. 
The poinsettia thrives on a uni­ 
form 
temperature 
which 
is 
comfortable for most people — 
about 70 degrees during the day 
and 65 at night. They do not 
have a high light requirement 
so you do not need to keep 
them near or next to a window. 
Cyclamens, Christmas begonias 
and azaleas should be kept near 
a source of light, preferably an 
east or south window, while in 
bloom. They like a cool tem­ 
perature and will last much 
longer if kept at a temperature 
of 65 degrees during the day 
and 55 at night. The low night 
temperature is more important 
than the low' day temperature. 
Keep in mind these require­ 
ments of your Christmas plants, 
and the bright beauties will 
continue to spread cheer well 
into the winter months.

The Christmas tree, a uni­ 
versally recognized symbol of 
the merriest season, 
radiates 
the meaning of the Christ­ 
mas story. 
For many people, the tree 
recalls the atmosphere of the 
holiday home and thus re­ 
flects the joyful warmth of 
the season. 
As a religious symbol, the 
tree with its lights and green­ 
ery represents both the story 
of the garden of Eden and the 
belief in Christ as the “Light 
of the World.” 
Although 
only 
a 
century 
and a half old in America, the 
custom of the tree has a his­ 
tory that is measured in many 
centuries. The forerunner of 
today’s 
Christmas 
tree 
was 
seen in medieval miracle plays, 
which were produced as re- 


j ligious instruction for the 11- 
[ literate—in an era when il- 
1 literacy was common and the 


ability to read a rarity. 
A play about Eve’s eating 
the 
forbidden 
fruit 
in 
th e. 
garden of Eden was enacted 
with only one prop on stage, 
a single, apple-laden fir that 
became known as the Para- j 
dise Tree. The play ended 
with the promise of the com­ 
ing of Christ and was usually i 
presented just before Christ­ 
mas. 
At about the same time, peo­ 
ple 
also 
decorated 
for 
the 
Christmas season with pyra­ 
mid-shaped frames of light, 
symbolizing the birth of Christ 
as the Light of the World. 
Early efforts to combine the 
Paradise Tree and the Christ­ 
mas Light pyramid are record­ 
ed in manuscripts from Gel- 
many dating to the 16th cen- 
tury, 
collected by the Hall- j 
mark Cards research library. ] 
The first tree was thought 
to have been brought to the 


Why Pick Chimney? 
St. Nick Has Reasons 


United States by Hessian sol­ 
diers during the American Rev­ 
olution. These homesick sol-: 
diers and other immigrants car­ 
ried the tree throughout the 
country. 
A major setback almost oc- ; 
curred in 1851 when a pastor 
decorated a tree in his home. 
His 
parishioners 
condemned 
the tree as pagan, but relented 
after an explanation of its re­ 
ligious aspects. 
Conservation-minded 
Presi­ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt again 
nearly stamped out the prac­ 
tice when he banned trees in 
the White House. After one of 
his sons sneaked a Christmas 
tree into the White House, a 
forester convinced the Presi­ 
dent that thinning helped the 
forests. 
The tree that is common to­ 
day is a combination of the 
religious elements. 
The ever­ 
green with glass, plastic 
or 
metal balls hanging from it is 
the Paradise Tree with its ap­ 
ples. Lights, tinsel, angels, a 
star on top, ornaments 
and 
other “good things” reflect the 
Christmas Light. 


Why does Santa come down 
the chimney? 
Of all the traditions connect­ 
ed with Santa, his unconvention­ 
al mode of entry might seem the 
most puzzling. Surely the magi­ 
cal gift giver, who has the pow­ 
er to drive reindeer through the 
skies and who can cover the 
earth in a single night, could 
find an easier way to enter a 
house. 
Like most af the lore of Christ­ 
mas, Santa’s choice af the chim­ 
ney has several explanations. 
Far instance, legend has it that 


j the original Santa, St. Nicholas, 
: pr esented three maidens with 
gifts af gold for a dowry. Mod­ 
estly concealing his generosity, 
he tossed the gold down a chim- 
I ney, in secret. 
Another theory claims that 
. Santa copied a goddess, who 
| was the first to deliver gifts 
via a chimney. According to 


this legend, when the Vikings' 
of Norway celebrated the Yule-; 
tide or winter solstice in their ' 
great halls, a festive feature of 
the occasion was the appearance 
of the goddess Hertha in the fire­ 
place. 
As her name indicates, Hertha 
was goddess of hearth and home 
and most appropriately arrived 
by way of the chimney, to de­ 
liver her Yuletide gifts of good 
luck and good cheer. 
Still another explanation takes 
a practical point of view. House­ 
wives of Northern Europe, clean-! 
ing house for the New Year, used 
to coax children to help with the 
chores by saying. “Let's clean 
the hearth. St. Nicholas will soon 
be coming down the chimney.” ' 
The children willingly set to 
work. and thus, says legend, a 
tradition was born. Elven when 
he takes to helicopter ar jet | 
plane, Santa delivers his gifts 
by way af the chimney!

to allow a safety zone. 
Group shots of children can 
really tell a story, especially 
during 
Ae 
holidays. 
Photo­ 
graphing four or five children 
instead of one may pose a 
problem but A e solution is sim­ 
ple. Stay on A e sideline* and 
snap when A e youngsters are 
so absorbed in Aeir own ac­ 
tivities that A ey won’t notice 
you. 
Opportunities 
like 
Ais 
abound at Christmas. 
Your best angle in such a 
situation is a high one . . . a 
foot or two above the child­ 
ren's heads. Aim down so Aat 
you look into A e group. In this 
way. none of the children will 
block your view of A e others 
and all will be nearly A e same 
distance from the camera. 
Make sure your camera Is in 
work mg order for your project, 
and that you have plenty of 
flashbulbs, fresh batteries and 
film.

Christmas Customs Have 
Very Interesting Origins

It 
could 
have come 
from 
Sweden. Or France. Even fourth 
century Turkey played its role. 
Some of the more ancient cus­ 
toms might seem strange to us 
today, but each had a hand in 
revealing and shaping many of 
the Christmas customs and tra­ 
ditions we now enjoy. 
The 
delightful 
custom 
of 
"bussing” under the mistletoe 
actually came from the ancient 
Druids, who called it, “all heal,” 
in the belief that it had the 
power to cure disease. 
In 
the 
13th 
century, 
the, 
"carol,” signified a dance ra­ 
ther than a song. In fact, St. 
Francis of Assisi led villagers 
in joyous dancing around the 
Nativity scene. 


Trimmed Tree 


And it was an eighth century 
Benedictine monk, St. Boni­ 
face, who probably trimmed the 
first Christmas tree when he 
convinced heathens to stop wor­ 
shiping a sacred oak and adorn 
fir trees in the homes as a tri­ 
bute to the Christ child. 
A fourth-century bishop of 


Turkey, Saint Nicholas, was the 
real-life predecessor of Santa 
Claus. According to a legend, 
he dropped a bag of gold coins 
down a chimney into a stocking 
which a poor girl had hung by 
the fireplace to dry: hence our 
custom of hanging Christmas 
stockings. 
And Santa wasn’t always the 
fat, jolly man you recognize 
today. He’s gained plenty of 
weight since the Dutch called 
; him Sinta Klaas, and he rode a 
skinny white horse, not rein­ 
deer. 
Yet when his legend began, 
he was just as important to 
men and women, as children. 
According to researchers Saint 
Nicholas was the patron saint 
of sailors. 
The Swedes and Danes make 
a Christmas practice of baking 
a loaf in the shape of a boar- 
pig. 
Christmas Rose 
A French legend tells how the 
Christmas rose came into be­ 
ing. A little girl, accompanying 
the shepherds on their way to 


see the Christ Child, was sad 
because she had no gift to of­ 
fer. The angel Gabriel appear­ 
ed and, taking pity on 
the 
child, caused a beautiful white 
rose to spring from the ground. 
Overjoyed, the little girl pluck­ 
ed the bloom, which she took as 
a gift to the Infant Jesus. 
Called Noel by the French, 
Navidad by the Spanish, Natale 
by the Italians and Weihnach- 
ten by the Germans, Christmas 
in our part of the world is de­ 
rived from the Old English 
term Cristes maesse (Christ’s 
Mass), a term first used in the 
lith century. 
One custom has it that, if the 
Yule log stays lit throughout the 
night, ifs good luck. But watch 
out if a squinting person comes 
in while it’s burning. That’s 
bad luck. 
For Children 
The large part children play 
in Christmas is legendary. If he 
wras lucky, the 16th century 
child got a ride on a huge Yule 
log when it was dragged into 
the 
manor 
house 
or 
castle. 


While 
caroling 
and 
feasting 
went on during Christmas eve, 
the youngsters played Snap­ 
dragon, a game in which the 
players tried to snatch a raisin 
from a bowl of burning spices 
and spirits. 
Bed Of Straw 
While American youngsters 
are putting their gifts under the 
tree, Slavic children go to sleep 
on a bed of straw and hay on 
Christmas 
eve, 
to 
share 
in 
Christ’s humble birth. 
One of our most recent cus­ 
toms, the exchanging of Christ­ 
mas cards, began in England in 
the 1840s. Christmas cards were 
introduced in the United States 
by Louis Prang, a German im­ 
migrant. 
Often 
called 
the 
“Father of the American Christ­ 
mas Card,” Prang printed his 
first “Seasons Greetings,” in 
1873. 
In many countries of Europe, 
people 
still believe 
that all 
trees break into blossom for a 
few moments at midnight on 
Christmas Eve. The most popu­ 
lar flowering plant is the poin­ 
settia, brought to the United 
States more than 120 years ago 
from Mexico. 
To put it briefly, Christmas is 
a holiday full of surprises, and 
they’re not all found under the 
Christmas tree on the morning 
of Dec. 25. 


THE NEXT TIME you get bussed under the mistletoe you might want to inform your “bus­ 


ser,” that centuries ago mistletoe was used as a charm against witches and thunder. While 


your at it, make sure that the Yule log stays lit throughout the night. That's good luck. Most 


Christmas customs were adopted from Greek, Roman and Druid traditions.

In Old Custom 
At Christmas 


Many traditional candle cus­ 
toms brighten today’s Christ­ 
mas celebrations. 
From Ireland comes the cus­ 
tom of putting a lighted candle 
in the window on Christmas 
Eve to light the Holy Family’s 
way. The

denote

house where the Holy Family 
would have been welcomed, not 
turned away as they were at 
the inns in Bethlehem. 
In Germany, too, candles are 
placed in windows to provide a 
glowing welcome for the Vir­ 
gin Mary and a host of angels 
who the Germans believe pass 
over 
the 
countryside 
e a c h 
Christmas. 
In many countries, such as 
Germany, beautifully decorated 
candles are an important part 
of Christmas celebrations. En­ 
hanced with religious and other 
figures, they add an artistic 
and reverent touch to holiday 
festivities. 
Similarly, many 
still 
cele­ 
brate the medieval custom of 
lighting a giant Christmas can­ 
dle that bums brightly until 
Twelfth Night

warmth. 
Later, in ancient Rome, sim­ 
ilar ceremonies and celebra­ 
tions at this time of the year 
were called the Saturnalia and

the citizens* wild revelry lasted [ 
for a full week. 
Although the exact date and 
year of Christ’s birth 
have 
never been agreed upon by 
scholars, in 440 A. D., when 
the fathers of the church de­ 
cided on a date to celebrate 
the event, they chose a day 
near the occurrence of the 
winter solstice which •was al­ 
ready the most important fes­ 
tival time of the year. 
Ever since then, with few 
exceptions, Christmas celebra­ 
tions throughout the Christian 
world have combined the most 
sacred 
and 
solemn religious 
observances with a great deal 
of “pagan” merrymaking. 
But it was in England, from 
the lith to the 17th centuries, 
that many of our more festive 
Christmas traditions began. 
Great Celebrations 
In feudal times, the season 
was riotously celebrated from 
Christmas Eve to Twelfth Day. 
During this period, great lords 
and landed gentry entertained 
friends and tenants with was­ 
sailing, feasting, dancing and 
masquerading. 
Pantomimes 
and 
masques 
presented by mummers were 
all part of the fun, 
while a 
lord of misrule and his jesters 
kept the revels rolling from 
the dragging in of the great 
Yule log to the end of the holi­ 
days. 
The word wassailing, derived 
from the early Anglo-Saxon 
“Waes 
Hail” 
(Be 
Healthy), 
describes the popular medieval 
custom in which peasants went 
from house to house to drink 
a toast to the health of their 
hosts. 
Using the custom as a good 
excuse for quite a few nights 
on the town, the peasants sang 
a wish that the patron’s wealth 
would increase IO times. 
For 
farmers, they sang for crops 
IO times as large 
and 
for 
tradesmen, they wished deals 
IO times as profitable. 
In return, the host was ex­ 
pected to answer the wassail- 
er's wish—and not just with 
another song, but with coins 
and drink. 
In the homes of the rich, 
the 
liquid 
refreshment 
was 
spiced wine; with the less af­ 
fluent, it was beer or cider. 
Though drinks varied, the was­ 
sail 
bowls 
themselves 
were 
usually similar. 
Carved from 
wood, 
they 
held 
anywhere 
from a quart to six gallons. 
Elaborate Ritual 
Preparing the wassail bowl 
mix was a long and elaborate 
ritual often taking as long as 
IOO hours. It began with the 
men placing their bowl of cider 
on 
the 
blazing 
hearth 
and 
hanging crab apples above it. 
As the apples cooked, them 
juice would drop into the ci­ 
der. Then, spices, nutmeg, and 
even toast were added as addi­ 
tional seasoning. 
Although 
preparing 
your 
wassail bowl this Christmas 
won’t take anywhere near the 
time or effort of the Old Eng- j 
bsh variety, it can be just as 
festive to make and to share 
with friends. 
One of the traditional was- * 
sail recipes is a flavorful and 
moderate combination of sher** 
ry, beer, sugar, citrus, nutmeg 
and ginger. And it’s easy to 
make. 
Here are the Ingredients for 
the wassail bowl: 


WASSAIL BOWL 
3 quarts warm beer 
Vz pound of granulated 
sugar 
I teaspoon powdered ginger 
I teaspoon powdered nutmeg 
24 ounces of cream sherry 
3 slices of lemon 
Add the sugar to one quart 
of beer in a bowl. Then stir in 
the nutmeg and ginger. 
Add 
the 
sherry 
and 
two 
more 
quarts of warm beer. Float the 
slices of lemon in the bowl. 
After you’ve finished it, sur­ 
round the bowl with greens or 
miniature 
Christmas 
figures 
and you’ll have a centerpiece 
as traditional as it is decora­ 
tive.

Here in America today we do quite a bit of 
hand cringing about Hie “commercialization" of 
Christmas, the birthday of Christ. There is a 
huge spurt of business under the stimulation of 
the good feeling that Christmas creates, but the 
holiday could not be the great force that it is 
without its religious foundation. 
We are marking tile birthday of Christ and 
the founding of the ChrisHan faith, one of the 
great religions of the world.

Christendom has indulged in a lot of self­ 
inspection in recent years and the process has 
been unsettling. Change of even the superficial 
liturgy of the church to make it more meaning- 
fu land more in conformity with origins has been 
irksome to millions who are strongly influenced 
by habit. (As who is not?) 
One of America’s great concerns of today is 
our militant youth. 
Their defenders say that the adult nation 
hates them, otherwise why would it complain 
in one generation that they were too separated 
from life and in the next that they were too 
busily involved in it? It is suggested that we 
may be looking at a deterioration of faith, or 
morals, of family life and the very fabric of our 
society. Discipline founded upon family author­ 
ity has abviously softened off but it would lie 
ludicrous to attempt a return to that nostal­ 
gically remembered simpler society of a half 
century ago. 
Where our young lose interest in religion 
is in its forms, not its essence, because this is 
core of our thinking and stability. 
it

The look backward to the beginnings of the 
church that Christ founded with his teachings 
reveals some things that may not be well re­ 
membered and that should be very meaningful 
for our time. As the theologians examine our 
Christian beginnings, they remind us of Christ’s 
insistence that his relationship to his fellow* 
men was as a menial. 
We keep telling ourselves today that what 
might suffice in a rural society in Bethlehem 
two thousand years ago could not be applied to­ 
day in industrial America. But we are not wilt­ 
ing here of the form but of the essence, and 
there is nothing to prevent a high government 
official, an industrialist, a financier from having 
compassion and humility. 
The role of the Christian is a very difficult 
one unless he’s just giving a sort of pleasant 
lip-service to the faith. The effort even to define 
it goes on and on. 
♦

* 
Karl Barth, the Swiss theologian who has 
written so much about Christianity, died two 
weeks ago at 82. The theologian’s role, he said, 
is not to clarify man’s word to himself about 
God, but to help the cbrsrvman by clarifying 
the church’s understanding of God’s word to men. 
(Upon learning that Pope Pius had praised his 
Protestant writings, Barth remarked: “This 
proves the infallibility of the Pope.”) 
We struggle with the difficulties of relig­ 
ious belief under the guidance of theologians and 
under the tests of great social change. Christmas 
brings renewal of the story of Bethlehem with 
its hope for humans. It is a great moral anchor 
for the world. 
“. . . Mary* . . . w ill give birth to a son 
and you will name him Jesus — for he will 
save his people from their sins.” Matthew 
I , 2.

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Europe Looks To 
Nixon For Stability

(NEA)—To no one’s surprise, 
Europe’s leftist and self-styled 
liberals, 
like their American 
counterparts, are opposed 
to 
President-elect 
Richard 
Nix­ 
on. 
They are already sharpening 
their ideological knives against 
the man who, they fear, will 
inaugurate a pragmatic 
and 
firm U. S. foreign policy. 
The New Statesm an, B rit­ 
ain’s leftist journal, spoke for 
all of them when it said that 
Nixon “is not loved, not trust­ 
ed, not a hero’’ and that the 
“cultured Am erican is ashamed 
of him.” 
But this need not trouble the

Predaceous Birds 


University of Wisconsin wild­ 
life scientists have concluded 
that the chemical DDT, used in 
plant pest control operations, is 
wiping out large regional popu­ 
lations of birds, the Wildlife 
M anagement Institute reports. 
In their work with herring 
gull eggs from widely separ­ 
ated colonies 
in 
the United 
States, the scientists have es­ 
tablished that shell thickness is 
correlated precisely with tike 
concentration 
of 
DDE. 
the 
breakdown 
product of DDT, 
within the eggs. 
As a breeding species, the 
peregrine falcon, 
within 
the 
last two decades, has been wip­ 
ed out in the eastern one half 
of the United States and has 
declined drastically in western 
U. S., Finland, Sweden, G er­ 
many, 
Britain. 
France, 
and 
Switzerland. 
Along 
with 
the 
unprecedented 
p o p u l a t i o n 
crashes of the peregrine, re­ 
gional numbers of some other 
raptors have declined substan­ 
tially on both continents. Bald 
eagles and ospreys are involv­ 
ed in the U. S. and sparrow 
hawks and kestrels abroad 
These population nose dives 
are marked by a characteristic 
reproductive failure in which 
adult birds accidently

Keep It Safe 


Each 
year 
people 
inquire 
about 
fineproofing 
Christmas 
trees, says Agricultural Agent 
Joseph 
Heirman. 
There 
are 
chemicals on 
the 
market for 
this purpose 
but 
researchers 
find that they do very little 
good if the tree is allowed to 
dry out. 
The best practice to follow 
is to keep the tree fresh and 
absorbing water. 
This means 
getting the butt of the tree in 
water as soon after cutting as 
possible. 
If some 
time has 
elapsed 
from the time the tree was 
cut in the woods before you 
put it in the Christmas tree 
stand, re-cut the butt so as to 
have fresh surface. The fresh 
surface will have 
water ab­ 
sorbing ability whereas a dried 
surface would have collapsed 
cells that would be limited in 
water absorbing ability. Keep 
the butt end of the tree stand­ 
ing in water during the entire 
time the tree is in the house. 
A tree stand 
with a large 
water holding capacity is im­ 
portant. Refill 
the 
container 
daily as the tree will absorb 
more than a quart of water a 
day if floor size. Place the tree 
in tile home away from direct 
heat such as fireplaces, radia­ 
tors, and television sets. 
Check 
electric 
lights 
and 
connections and eliminate any­ 
thing that looks 
frayed 
and

in direct contact with flamma-

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State Forests Offering 
Well Marked Snow Trails 


Can 
you 
picture 
yourself 
swooshing over a super-long 
snowmobile trail all the way 
from Detroit to Copper Harbor? 
Of course, that's a mission 
impossible 
because 
Michigan 
doesn't have a trail like that. 
However, if all the state for­ 
est snowmobile trails blazed by 
the Department of Natural Re­ 
sources (DNR) were linked to­ 
gether, they would stretch 572 
miles — almost the distance 
from Michigan’s Motor City to 
that picturesque little Copper 
Country village. 


Winding their way through 
state forests in Northern Mich­ 
igan and ready for winter’s 
powersledders are 27 snowmo­ 
bile trails. 5 of them newly laid 
out by the DNR since last sea­ 
son. Ranging in length from 5 
to 65 miles, these well-marked 
routes 
collectively 
span 
148 
miles in 7 state forests of the 
Upper Peninsula and 424 miles 
in 13 state forests of the north­ 
ern Lower Peninsula. 
Above the Straits, they twist 
and turn through state forest 
areas in Mackinac, Menominee,

The new U.P. trail, added 
since last year, is Seul Choix 
Point in Schoolcraft County.

marked. 
In 
woded areas, they are designat­ 
ed by 4-5 inch orange circles 
painted on trees at 150 to 300 
foot intervals. Through wide 
open spaces, snowmobilers can 
keep on the right track by fol- 
| lowing stakes bearing orange 
or yellow ribbons. 
Many of these trails have 
convenient, snow-plowed park- 
: ing lots at their starting points 
which are kept clear by county 
road commissions in coopera­ 
tio n with the DNR. 
Detailed individual maps of 
each trail are now available 
free from DNR area and district 
foresters in Northern Michigan. 
By late December, the Depart­ 
ment also hopes to have free 
supplies of the “Michigan Sno- 
Mobile Trails Directory,” show­ 
ing locations of these state for­ 
est routes and similar courses 
in state parks and recreation 
areas.

Tracing Santa 


Santa’s source, legend says, 
goes back to the fourth cen­ 
tury, when St. Nicholas, a bish­ 
op of Asia Minor, was noted 
for his generosity and gift-giv­ 
ing. 
In some countries, St. Nich­ 
olas still retains his role as 
gift-bearer. His day is, tra­ 
ditionally, December 6th, and 
European children await him 
on St. Nicholas Eve, Decem­ 
ber 5th. 
A gray horse and a white 
donkey have each been credit­ 
ed with the honor of transport­ 
ing him on his gift-giving jour­ 
neys. 


One of the largest, heaviest 
and most indestructible Christ­ 
mas cards in history was air­ 
lifted last 
Christmas 
to Viet 
Nam. On it were nearly 100,000 
signatures. 


Made from two huge 4 by 40- 
foot pieces of 34-inch plywood, 
each piece five times the size 
of a normal 4 by 8-foot panel, 
the card weighs 736 pounds. It 
was donated by a large lumber 
mill and 
a group 
of forest 
products dealers and wholesal­ 
ers. Thousands 
thronged 
the 
shopping mall for a week to 
sign the gaily painted Yuletide 
greeting. 


Such over-sized plywood was 
developed for marine and oth­ 
er specialized uses. The panels 
have smooth, waterproof resin- 
impregnated surfaces on which 


Christmas 
decorations 
were 
painted and signatures written. 
The card has received almost 
national status. A TV camera 
crew filmed its arrival in the 
war zone, and local residents 
also saw it appear as the back­ 
drop for 
one 
of the armed 
forces Christmas shows in Viet 
Nam.

How Many Wise M en? 
Tradition Says Many 


Three wise men? 
In New Testament stories of 
the Nativity, only St, Matthew 
tells of “wise men from the 
east’’—and how many wise men 
followed the star to the manger 
is not stated. The tradition tliat 
there 
were 
three 
probably 
comes from St. Matthew’s de­ 
scription of three gifts—gold, 
frankincense and myrrh. 
Another explanation for the 
number three is the legend that 
the wise men symbolized all 
humanity, in turn represented 
by the races of Shem, Ham 
end Japhet, according to the 
editors of The New Book of 
Knowledge. 
Early 
traditions 
mention 
varying numbers of wise men. 
Twelve was the number tradi­ 
tional in the Eastern church, 
while in the West, mosaics and 
paintings 
showed 
sometimes 
two, sometimes three, four or 
more wise men. 
During the six til century, the 
idea that there were three came 
to be generally 
accepted. 
In 


legends, the wise 
men 
were 
given names: Melchior, G asper,; 
Baltasar. 
Although St. 
Matthew 
did 
not use the name “Magi,” he 
implied it when he wrote of 
“wise men,” for 
“magi” was 
commonly used in Palestine to 
mean “great, illustrious.” 
Today, Nativity scenes show 
three wise men or Magi pres­ 
ent at the manger along with 
the shepherds, who hastened to 
Bethlehem on the night Christ 
was 
born. 
Some 
historians, 
however, believe that the visit 
ol the Magi didn’t take place 
until much later — perhaps a 
year or even two years after 
the birth of Christ, 


Christmas customs that have 
endured in some form or other 
through the ages mean special 
things to each person who has 
experienced them. Sleigh-rid­ 
ing, tree-decorating and carol­ 
ing all 
bring back 
pleasant 
memories of past holiday sea­ 
sons.

British, though its

I’ve played 
them in the summer when it 
was so warm that I’ve stripped 
to my undershirt. But even in' 
the coldest weather you keep 
warm because a set of bells is 
the most strenuous of musical 
I instruments. 
‘‘See these handles,” he said, 
pointing to 12 large, well-worn 
levers. “ They activate the bell 
I clappers. You’ve 
got to 
put 
your body into it like a boxer 
and whip the handles 
down 
sharply. Otherwise the clappers 
don’t strike hard enough and 
you get an off-key- tone . 
“Here, I’ll show you.” 
Then, bobbing and weaving 
like 
an 
experienced 
fighter, 
his arms flailing up and down, 


he snapped the oak handles. 
“When you play a three-bell 
chord,” he 
yelled 
above the 
deafening chimes, “ you’ve got 
to use both hands and a foot.” 
Stranahan's devotion to bell 
ringing began 40 
years 
ago 
when the former chimemaster 
retired. “ I love music, so I ap­ 
plied for the job and got it,” 
he said. “ Seems

wanted it."

wide. Through the years he has 
transposed more than 150 songs 
to fit the Dells’ 12-tone range.

That’s the slo­ 
gan the National Audubon So- j 
ciety spread across the country 
this season to persuade people i 
not to buy alligator handbags 
or accessories as gifts.

campaign carried out by the 
national conservation organi- j 
zation to stop the illegal slaugh- J 
ter 
of

fast-disappearing 
American alligator. 
The slogan was born in Cin­ 
cinnati, where local Audubon 
societies used it to rally opposi- 
. tion to a prominent department 
store's ad suggesting alligator 
bags as the ideal Christmas gift. 
One Audubon member alert­ 
ed others in the Society and or­ 
ganized 
a campaign. A local 
columnist did a story about the 
drive. Next day the store re­ 
ceived a flood of telephone calls 
objecting to the ad. Some cus­ 
tomers went to the store per­ 
sonally to speak to the buyer. 
Others wrote letters. 
Audubon is trying to change 
public attitudes. Practically all 
American alligator hides that 
reach the market ara illegally 
taken by poachers — often in 
the Everglades or other nation­ 
al preserves. 
The last Congress considered 
a bill to prohibit inter-state 
shipment of alligator and other 
hides taken illegally. It also in­ 
cluded a provision banning the

The feeling 
here is that the problems con­ 
fronting 
both 
countries 
are 
identical, and that the French 
could profit from the British 
example. 
However, President de Gaulle 
may find it much more diffi­ 
cult to impose a policy of wage 
restraint than did the British 
Labor government, which en­ 
joys 
the 
confidence 
of 
the 
British trade unions. 
The most powerful of the 
French trade union group, the 
C.G.T., is Comm unist- led, and 
has steadfastly opposed all of 
General de Gaulle’s efforts to 
relate wages to production. It 
was the general strike led by 
the C.G.T. last May, and the 
resultant 13 per cent wage in­ 
crease across the board, which 
precipitated the present mon­ 
etary crisis in France.

On the other hand, the B rit­ 
ish Labor party’s dependence 
upon the trade unions for fi­ 
nancial support has worked to 
the party’s disadvantage when­ 
ever it has f6rmed a govern­ 
ment. It has meant that Mem­ 
bers of Parliam ent are behold­ 
en to the unions, and that the 
Labor government, itself, has 
buckled under union pressure. 
In the end France will prob­ 
ably have to resort to the same 
combination of credit restric­ 
tions 
and 
export 
incentives 
that are being tried here, in 
the opinion of those who have 
studied the situation in both 
countries.

Meanwhile, Prime M inister 
Harold Wilson and his British 
Labor government have been 
accused of killing Santa Claus 
as a result of the newest batch 
of taxes announced, 
designed 
to take $600 million worth of 
consumer demand out of cir­ 
culation in the coming year 
and add it to revenue. 
The package deal announced 
after the Bonn financial crisis 
meeting includes new taxes on 
liquor, 
cigarettes 
and 
gaso­ 
line, as well as severe install­ 
ment buying restrictions. 
With both the British and 
French 
being 
exhorted 
to 
greater sacrifice in order to 
save the pound and franc re ­ 
spectively Christmas will be a 
gloomy season on both sides of 
the channel.
